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BULGARIA IS NEAR 


WAR WITH TURKEY 


Principality Proclaims Its Independ- 


ence of Turkey and Peace of 


Europe is in Peril. 


; View of Manila, the Bay and the Harbor, Where Battleship f 


Fleet Was Swept by a Fierce Typhoon, 


Paris, Oct. 5.—The Temps today 


publishes a dispatch from Vienna say- 


Ing that the Bulgarian army Is march- 


Ing towards the frontier and that the 


Turks also are moving forward to the 


Austria, Hungary, is mobolizing two 


army corps. 


Paris, Oct. 5.—Diplomatic circles 


are pessimistic concerning the ability 
of the powers to prevent war between 
Turkey and Bulgaria. 


Sofia, Oct. E.—- Bulgaria, a tributary 


principality under the suzerainty of 
the 
sultan of Turkey, today pro- 


claimed her independence of Turkey. 
This action was taken at Tirnovo, by 
Prince Ferdinand, who was elected 
Prince of Bulgaria in 1S87. The Bul- 
garian cabinet was present with the 
prince, having met him yesterday at 
the frontier and journeyed with him 
to Tirnovo. The party reached Tir- 
novo last evening. 


Tirnovo is the ancient capital of 


Vie Kingdom of Bulgaria and it was 
there in the olden days that the kings 
of Bulgaria were crowned. 


The proclamation was made at the 


cathedral of Tirnovo at 11 o'clock 
this morning. It was a dramatic 
scene, accompanied by great enthu- 
siasm. A manifesto of independence 
addressed to the nation was subse- 
quently issued by the prince.

The foreign minister conferred thii 


morning with M. Iswolsky, the Rus 
slan minister of foreign affairs, an 
Naoum Pasha, the Turkish ambas 
sador. This afternoon ho Till mee 
the Austro-Hungarian, British and 
American ambassadors as well as the 
Bulgarian diplomatic agent, M. Stan- 
doff. 


The situation is considered most 


grave. 
The proclamation of the in- 


dependence of Bulgaria actually has 
been made, and it probably would be 
useless to attempt to induce Prince 
Ferdinand to withdraw It. 


It is known that the Bulgarian cav- 


alry already la mobilizing on the 
frontier and Prince Ferdinand is de- 
termined to stick to his guns. 


On the other hand, it probably 


would be equally difficult to persuade 
Turkey to 
accept 
Bulgaria's act, 


while the sympathies of the powers 
is In favor of the maintenance of the 
Integrity of European. Turkey under 
a regime of liberty. 


The diplomatic representatives of 


the powers generally believe that war 
would spell ruin to the new constitu- 
tional rule in Turkey and that the 
sultan would use war as the pretext 
for 
withdrawing 
the 
constitution. 


This will be a repetition of his course 
in 1876, when he withdrew this same 
constitution i-rior to the outbreak of 
the Russo-Turkish war. 


TURKEY NOT INCLINED TO WAR. 
GERMANY'S ATTITUDE. 


London, Oct. 5.—Turkey is not in- 


clined t.owards'war with Bulgaria and 
it is believed that she will call a con-' 
ference of the powers to consider the 
matter of Bulgaria's proclamation of 
Independence. 
Indisations from the 


other capitals of Europe are that the 
powers will intervene to prevent hos- 
tilities in the near east. All the chan- 
celleries of Europe are busy today 
with efforts to discover a modiis vl- 
vendi which will result in the main- 
tenance of peace. 


France has decided to act as medi- 


ator for the purpose of preventing 
war between Turkey and Bulgaria, 
and M. Pinchon, the French minister 
of foreign affairs, is today actively en- 
gaged in negotiations to this end, 
which he began a week ago. 


Great Britain also has made media- 


tory proposals to the governments-of 
Turkey and Bulgaria. 


Germany, it is announced in Berlin, 


has associated herself with these pro- 
posals and will not counsel Turkey to 
go to war. 


The proclamation of Bulgarian inde- 


pendence has been, immediately pre- 
ceded by a conflict between Bulgaria 
and Turkey concerning control of the 
Oriental railroad in Eastern Roumelia. 
Bulgaria took possession of this line 
in September because of a strike and 
' started to operate it with her military 
forces. 
Wben the strike had been 


settled she refused to return control 
to Turkey, which 
action led to a 


sharp conflict between the two states. 
In spite of the peaceful endeavors of 
the powers concerned in the near east- 
ern difficulty the military . forces of 
both Turkey and Bulgaria'are prepar- 
ing for eventualities. 
The Turkish 


army is stronger numerically, but the 
Bulgarian army is in a better condi- 
tion oft efficiency. 


That all energies are being taken 


towards the maintenance of peace Is 
clear. The foreign offices of Europe 
are keeping the wires hot-today in an 
effort to find a basis of agreement sat 


i isfactory to the powers chiefly con- 
cerned that shall take the place o£ the 
treaty of Berlin. 


News no less interesting than the 


action of Prince Ferdinand Is brought 
in the Vienna dispatches to the effect 
that Austria-Hungary has practically 
decided to annex the occupied prov- 
inces of Bosnia and Herzegovina. Em- 
peror Francis Joseph has addressed 
an autograph letter to the heads of all 
states, In which he explains the neces- 
sity of altering the political status of 
these provinces. This communication 
Is being delivered. 


Prices on the 'bourses of Europe

A policy that will result in a limit- 


ed guarantee of bank deposits' has 
been adopted by National Comptroller 
of the Currency Murray, who has just 
wrecked a precedent in the treasury 
department almost as old as the na- 
tional banking system by refusing to 
approve of an application, for a bank 
charter that had been filed in good 
faith and in due form by persons who 
were anxious to complete the organi- 
zation o£ a national institution. The

New York Journal of Commerce con- 
siders that this action is symptomatic 
of an entirely new banking policy in 
the comptroller's office. He says that 
attention has been directed to the 
fact that many small weak banks are 
being chartered In various parts of

the 


schemes of various men who organize 
them 
simply to get control of 
the 


funds of the local community for their 
own purposes. This is the old "chain 
of banks" idea. It has been under the 
observation and study o£ the comptrol- 
ler for some time past and is showing 
itself, along -with reviving business in 
renewed efforts to use the national 
banking system for the purpose of 
raking in the savings of the country 
for promotion schemes.

STRAWBERRY 
PRESERVES 


To preserve according to the American custom, allow sugar 


pound for pound, but never let the berries that are to be canned 
stand in the sugar, as it extracts the juice and toughens the berry. 
Pack tho fresh fruit into the jars, shaking down well, but taking care 
not to crush the berries. Have ready a hot syrup made of sugar and 
the juice squeezed from other smaller berries, and slowly pour tho 
hot syrup over the fresh berries in the jars, leaving an inch space at 
the top. 
Have a commori wash boiler half full of water that is 


about as warm as the hot syrup has made the jars. Set the javs on 
a wooden rack fitted to bottom of the boiler, nnd place straw or 
kitchen towels between the jars to prevent their knocking together. 


Put the covers on tho jars, but leave off tho rubbers. Bring to 


a boil, and as soon as the syrup in the jars rises, showing the con- 
tents to be scalding hot, lift jars out on a dry board. Fill each brim- 
ming full with scalding syrup which is left in the saucepan, put on 
the rubbers and screw on the covers as tightly as possible. Tighten \ 
again when cold, wrap each one in paper and set in a cool, dry eel- < 
lar, where the temperature does not rise above seventy degrees.

Fill ten thoroughly sterilized jars with the large berries, 
selected from ten quarts, pour In the syrup, cover closely, leaving off 
the rubbers, however. Place the jars in boilers, pursuing the same 
precautions as mentioned. Fill the boiler full of hot water to the 
necks of the jars and let the canned berries remain in the water for 
five or ten minxites after it begins to hoil. The strawberries during 
this process will have risen to the (.op of the jar and absorbed some 
of the syrup. Fiil the Jars to overflowing with more syrup, put on 
the rubbers and screw up tight Put up in this war, the berries will 
keep for years, retaining color an'j( flavor.

Keep Eye on Real Isssues. 


Congressman Bell warned his hear- 


ers not to be diverted from the real 
issues of the campaign by questions as 
to whether Mr. Haskell or 
Senator 


Foraker is guilty of too close associa 
tion with the trusts. These men, be 
said, are not directly involved in the 
political contest. If the trust connec- 
tions of the men in the various na- 
t'nnal political organizations is to be 
the tsst of who should be elected, the 
democrats, said Mr. Bell, have far the 
b5St of the situation. Nearly every 
man who has a part in managing the 
republican national campaign Is inti- 
mately connected with monopoly in 
snme form or other.
